of the head or abdomen or back or 
feet or legs.

B y toughening the skin 
and Its nerves they bear cold better 
and thus colds are avoided.

bitual cold bather rarely has a cold, 
but many do not think they can bathe 
regularly, and so the skin becomes 
more and more sensitive, until finally 
the very least change of air produces 
a bud effect.

Washington, Oct. 27. 
On next S a t­ 
urday the treasury department w ill 
begin the collection of the Income tax 
at their source. 
Treasury 
officials 
made public Its regulations governing 
the collection. 
They relate to the deduction of the 
income tux at the source ’of interest 
maturing on bonds and on notes and 
other sim ilar obligations of corpora­ 
tions, joint stock companies, or as­ 
sociations and insurance companies. 
The tax applies to every 
citizen, 
whether residing at home or abroad, 
and to every alien residing in tho U n i­ 
ted States. 


Divisions Made In Rulings. 


The regulations cover tho following 
heads: 
When the tax shall be withheld by 
the debtor. 
W hen the tax shall be withheld by 
the first collecting agency. 
Paym ent of registered interest by 
debtors. 
Ik'signatton of fiscal agendo« 
Certificates claiming exemption. 
Organizations whose 
interest 
cou­ 
pons are not taxed at the source. 
License required for collection of 
income from foreign countries. 
By whom ttie tax is withheld. 
Penalties for false statements. 
Partnerships. 


Tax to Be Deducted at Source. 


Under the income tax law, e nact­ 
ed October 3, 1913, a tax of one per 
cent., designated In the law as tho 
normal tax, shall h«> deducted at “ thto 
source,” beginning November 1, 1913, 
from all Income accruing and payable 
to— 
A ). Eve ry citizen 
of 
the 
United 
States, whether residing at home or 
abroad, and to— 
IB ). Every person residing in the 
United States, though not a citizen 
thereof, which may be derived from 
interest on bonds and mortgages, or 
deeds of trust, or other sim ilar obll 
gations, 
including 
equipment 
trust 
agreements, and receivers’ certificates 
of corporations, joint stock companies 
or associations, and insurance com­ 
panies. although such Interest does 
not amount to $3,000; excepting only 
the Interest upon the obligations of 
the United States or its possessions, 
or a state or any political subdivision 
thereof. 
The term “ debtor” as hereinbefore 
used shall bo construed to cover all 
corporations, joint Rtock 
companies, 
or associations and 
insurance com­ 
panies. 


Tax W ithheld by Debtor. 


For tho purpose of collecting this 
tax on all coupons and registered in­ 
terest, originating, or payable, in the 
United States the source shall be the 
debtor (or its paying agent in 
the 
United States), which shall deduct the 
tax when same is to be withheld, and 
no other bank, trust company, bank­ 
ing firm, or individual taking coupons

These certificates shall be in the 
forms hereinafter prescribed and a 
separate certificate shall be made out 
by each owner of bonds for the cou 
pons or Interest orders for each sep 
urate issue of bonds or obligations of 
each debtor. 


Withheld by Collecting Agency. 


If, however, the coupons are not ac­ 
companied 
by 
certificates 
as 
pre­ 
scribed heretofore, 
the first 
bank, 
trust company, banking firm, or indi­ 
vidual or collecting agency receiving 
the coupons for collection, or other 
wise, shall deduct and withhold the 
tax and shall attach to such coupons 
ith own certificate giving the name 
and address of the owner of or the 
person presenting such coupons if the 
owner is not known, with a descrip­ 
tion of ttie coupons; also setting forth 
tto* fact that they are withholding the 
tax upon them; whereupon the debtor 
shall not again withhold the tax on 
said coupons, but in lieu thereof shall 
deliver to the government the certifi­ 
cate of such bank, trust company, * to., 
which is withholding such tax money.

Not Taxed at Source. 


If the owners of the bonds arc cor­ 
porations, joint stock companies, asso 
clations or Insurance companies or­ 
ganized in the United States, no mat­ 
ter how created or organized, or or­ 
ganizations, associations, fraternities, 
etc.. which are either taxable or ex­ 
empt 
from taxation as provided in 
paragraph G, subdivision A, of the act. 
the debtor is not required to with

Disposition of Certificates.

All persons, firms or corporations 
undertaking for

way of purchase or collection) the col 
lection of coupons, checks or bills of 
exchange for or in payment of interest 
upon bonds Issued In foreign otmntrieH 
and upon foreign mortgages, or like 
obligation«, and for any dividends up 
on stock or interest upon obligations 
or insurance companies engaged 
In 
business in foreign countries, are re 
quired by law to obtain a license from 
tin* commissioner of internal revenue 
and to give bond in such amount and 
under such conditions hh the commis­ 
sioner of internal revenue may pre­ 
scribe. 
The licensed person, firm, or corpo 
ration first receiving any such foreign 
items, for collection or otherw ise, shall 
withhold therefrom (tie normal tax of 
one per cent, and w ill be held re­ 
sponsible therefor. 
The provision« for collection of the 
tax on foreign obligations Het forth in 
this section of the regulations includes

Failu re to obtain license or to com­ 
ply with regulations is punishable by 
u fine not exceeding $5,000 or im pris­ 
onment not exceeding fitte year, or 
both, in the discretion of the court 
Such licenses shall continue In force 
until revoked. 
Application for such licenses should 
be made to tho collectors of Internal 
revenue. 


False Statem ent Penalty. 


If any person, for the purpose of ob­

knowingly makes a false statement or 
false or fradtuilent representation tie 
is liable under the act to severe pen­ 
alties. 


Foreign-Owned Bonds. 


This tax w ill not be deducted from 
the income which may tie derived from 
interest on bonds, mortgages,

merit trusts, receiver’s certificates, or 
other sim ilar obligations of which the 
bona fide owners are citizens of for­ 
eign countries residing 
in
